The week opens with a further large

absorption by ihe sub-treasury, and till
reports point to the continued activity of
business In all lines, and the enormous
movement of grain and merchandise over
tlii! railroads. The decline of currency to
the Interior Is certain, therefore, lo con¬
tinue for several weeks yet,

It was this discouraging iirosnects pros¬
pects which carried prices downwards
through early dealings to-day.

The opening was weak at a decltno of 7<S'13
points In response to lower cables than Uuo
on tho American showing of Saturday. There
was covering at the Initial decllno, but good
weather la the South, tremendous receipts aad
reports of free s|s)t offerings, promoted liqui¬
dation and fresh selling for short account,
which wns alBo encouarged by the absence of
support from tlio October bull clique. After
declining to a net loss of Ufa-lO points thp
marlu-t rallied f, or « points on covering, but
showed little Improvement In tone and weak-
onod again In tho afternoon with trading to¬
ward tho close the most active ot tho session,
and prices reaching a new low level for the
day, Tho' closing tono was barely steady.
